161. Armitage & Colton (editors), Encyclopedia Of Biostatistics, volume 
5, pages 3628-3629 and 3838-3842 (1998), is one of the two document cited by the 
PCT Examiner (in document 160), although it was designated to be an "A" document, 
i.e., a "document defining the general state of the art which is not considered to be of 
particular relevance." As the title suggests, the document concerns statistics and, in 
particular, risk (e.g., risk assessment) and quantiles. 

* * * 

Document 160 (the International Search Report and Written Opinion) is of 
substantial relevance simply because it is for the PCT application corresponding to the 
above-captioned US application; however, applicant does not agree with the conclusion 
or reasoning of the PCT Examiner set forth in the International Search Report and 
Written Opinion. Document 161 is relevant because it was cited by the PCT Examiner 
in the International Search Report, but it was cited as being an "A" document, i.e., a 
"document defining the general state of the art which is not considered to be of 
particular relevance." (In the International Search Report and Written Opinion, the PCT 
Examiner also cited and relied on US 6,309,888, but that document is already of record 
in the above-captioned US application as document no. 20 - see original Information 
Disclosure Statement, which was filed with the application.)
